Kciirreentatlvcs from nil parts 
of Australia vl»ii«l Melbourne 
lo allend the conference on Tues- 
day of llto Presbyterian Women's 
Missionary Union, held tn eon- 
aeriion wllh ibe FeHernl As- 
sembiy< 

/ \NE ol the most Interesting of them 
yJ WBS Mrs, Ward iNSW.1. who sprat 
26 years ln the wild country in Capo 
Turk Peninsula, 130 miles south of 
Thursday Island. Bha was the first 
while woman to go there, mere than 
40 years ago. 

In tar address she sold that. Just prior 
to her arrival the cannibal black child- 
ren Imd helped to eat two white men. 

Now their grandchildren altendi-d the 
schools ln the Presbyterian settlement, 
learned gardening, carpentritig, and 
blacksmlthlng. and were learning to on 
sell-suppoTilnB- During the war the 
aboriginal girls helped the Bets Cross 
with knitting and sewing. 

'ITirre are (our mlssinn stations lit the 
Gulf country, three near the coast on 
Cape York Peninsula, and one on Morn- 
liutLon Island. About 400 aborlvlnus are 
settlsd near each of the four stations, 
and other tribes keep in touch with them. 
There are usually about SO children at 
too bourdldB schools. 

The N.S.W. branch beeps about SO 
mlsnlonarka ln India, anil Uirrc are 
"titers In the New Hebrides and ainonj 
the Chlnne In Sydney and Newcastle.

We know there are generous donors 
and sincere charity workers who are 
willing to continue the present system 
of hospital finance. 

But this is playing into the hands of 
the many thousands of non-helpers. * * i 

Moreover, there are too many profes- 1 Secret of Life 
aortal "charity workers'" whose expenses 
cat up an excessive amount of the con- 
tributions from the public. 

Patients should, of course, be com- 
pelled to pay something. It would be 
easy to draw up an equitable scale 
based on income. 

But sicltnew is a national calamity. 
Nobody wants to be sick. The way to 
combat it is on national lines.

-JF you want to propagate tnrm Rex 
Begonia, Miss, you can do It from 
the leaves. Many plant*, onn be In- 
creased this way. and among them are 
Qloxiniaa, Orown, Oeanera, and Oroa- 
siua. Planus with thick, succulent leaves 
respond to this treatment. Bandy aoU 
la the best to use. Buds form very quick, 
and these soon gtve rise to root and 
stem.

Next Uf milk the most important ar- 
ticles of diet for the expectant mother 
are eg?a, fireen vegetahlcs, fresh rlpo 
fruit, wholemeal laread, cheese, and but- 
ter Ood liver oil Is also necessary, and 
may be Ukon in Uio form of the pure 
oil or in an emidsfan of malt and cod 
liver oil 

Meat ts not necessftrv, hilt onr rmnl] 
helping may be taken daHy. The best 
tOhw •>'. nnfat for the expectant mother 
are lamb, chicken, liver and pU»wed 
mutton Beef, diicfcx. pork, haoua, veal, 
and steak should be avoided. Milk, 
cheese, cgn?, flsh. whole wbeat, bean*, 
and [icoc all take the place of meat lf 
thls is left out of the menu.
